This  is  the  main  industry  and  employment 
in  the  district. 

Other  industrial  establishments  in  the  district  are  concerned  with 
engineering  and  ironfounding,  the  manufacture  of  gloves,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  concrete  and  artificial  stone  products,  and  egg  and  poultry 
packing.

The  main  causes  of  death  in  the  district  during  the  year  were  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  (78%) , cancer  (12%)  and  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system. (10%)  in  that  order. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease  was  24 , and  I6  of  these 
deaths  v/ere  in  males.  Recent  research  indicates  that  lack  of  adequate 
physical  exercise  and  excess  weight  are  contributory  factors.  It  is 
also  suggested  that  cigarette  smoking  plays  a part.

There  are  no  special  hospitals  for  Tuberculosis,  Midwifery, 

Paediatrics,  or  Infective  Diseases  in  the  area. 

The  Richardson  Memorial  Home  which  was  taken  over  during  the  war 
under  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  Hospitals  Scheme  continued  to  be 
used  as  a Convalescent  Holiday  Home  for  patients  from  hospitals  in  the 
County  of  Durham,  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Negotiations  progressed  between  the  Trustees  of  the 
Richardson  Memorial  Home  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  with  a view  to 
the  premises  being  taken  over  by  the  Hospital  Board  for  use  under  the 
National  Health  Service  early  in  1964, 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Protection  against  poliomyel  tis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and 
tetanus,  is  available  from  family  doctors  and  at  child  welfare  centres. 

During  1963  a comprehensive  scheme  was  implemented  in  this  area  for 
the  immunisation  of  all  school  children  under  ten  years.  This  work  was 
carried  out  within  the  schools  on  a sessional  basis,  and  is  reflected  in 
the  general  immunisation  statistics  for  the  area.

Poliomyelitis 


It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme 

During  the  year  vaccination  continued  to  be  available  to  all  persons 
up  to  the  age  of  40  years,  and  to  certain  priority  groups  over  that  age. 
Most  children  are  now  vaccinated  by  their  family  doctors,  but  facilities 
are  available  at  child  welfare  centres  and  school  clinics,  should  the 
parents  so  desire.  The  vaccine  may  be  had  either  by  injection  or  by  mouth. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  different  age  groups  vaccinated  in 
the  combined  urban/rural  district  scheme  during  the  year.

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

During  I963  protection  against  tuberculosis  continued  to  be  offered 
in  accordance  with  County  Council  policy  to  all  school  children  aged 
11  years  and  over. 

A skin  test  is  carried  out  first  to  see  whether  or  not  a child  has 
developed  a degree  of  natural  immunity.  A negative  reaction  indicates  the 
need  for  protection,  and  vaccination  is  then  carried  out.

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water  Supply 

A constant  supply  of  water  at  adequate  pressure  was  maintained  by  the 
Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  V/ater  Board  during  the  year  direct  from  their 
mains.  A chlorination  plant  was  brought  into  operation  in  the  autumn  on 
the  supply  taken  over  by  the  Board  from  the  Council  in  April,  1962,  Six 
samples  taken  for  Bacteriological  examination  were  in  the  following  classes 
3 in  Class  I,  1 in  Class  II,  2 in  Class  IV, 

Closet  Accommodation 

All  but  four  properties  are  served  with  water  closets.  The  four 
premises  with  pail  privies  which  are  emptied  regularly  by  the  Council  are 
situated  at  some  considerable  distance  from  the  Council's  sewers.

Slum  Clearance 


The  statutory  return  of  unfit  houses  which  the  Council  submitted  to 
the  Minister  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  195^ » covering  the 
Council's  programme  for  five  years  from  1st  August,  1955 » covered  84  dwellings.

New  Dwellings. 

1 one  bedroom  Flat  with  2 three  bedroom  maisonettes  above  on  the 
site  of  the  Bridge  Inn,  Thorngate , were  completed  by  The  North  Eastern 
Housing  Association  Ltd.,  in  December,  1963*  Eleven  privately  built 
dwellings  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year. 
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Future  Development  by  the  Council. 


Plans  for  the  infilling  on  the  site  of  8,  Thorngate  ’.Jynd , 39  & ^*1,  The 
Bank  and  76  & 78?  Galgate  were  well  advanced  during  the  year.  The  Council 
decided  to  demolish  and  redevelop  Dunelm  Square,  taken  over  from  the  military 
authorities  and  converted  into  dwellings  in  1930-32.  These  dwellings  fall 
below  the  standard  of  satisfactory  dwellings  in  the  area  and  the  Council 
considered  the  clearance  of  the  25  dwellings  and  the  redevelopment  of  the  site 
with  houses,  bungalows  and  garages  was  the  most  s tisfactory  way  of  dealing 
with  these  sub-standard  dwellings.  Land  was  acquired  adjoining  the  Green 
Lane  Housing  Site  and  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  Allotments  behind 
Zetland  Road  were  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year.  These  two  sites  are 
to  be  developed  for  future  housing  needs. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  housing  list  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  120  compared  with  163  fi^t  the  end  of  1962,

Confirmed  Clearance  Areas. 

One  dwelling  in  a clearance  area  made  before  1939  sind  3 houses  in 
Guys  Yard,  Market  Place,  in  post  war  clearance  areas  are  standing  empty 
and  awaiting  demolition. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

Two  notifications  from  the  Factory  Inspector  were  received  during  the 
year.  These  received  attention  without  formal  action. 

No  written  notices  were  sent  for  contravention  on  temporary  work  or 
building  sites  during  the  year,  , ,

The  licence  to  station  20  tents  on  land  at  Orchard  Brae,  Flatts  Wood 
was  renewed  during  the  year.  The  site  was  used  extensively  during  the 
holiday  months  and  was  always  kept  in  very  good  order, 

A licence  to  continue  to  use  a temporary  dwelling  on  Prospect  Place 
Camping  Site  was  granted  during  the  year.  This  site  has  its  own  water 
closet  and  slop  gulley  connected  to  the  town’s  sewage  system  and  a tap 
from  the  mains  water  supply  within  4 yards  of  the  site  boundary. 

Caravan  Sites  & Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

Red  Well  Inn,  Harmire  Road, 


A licence  to  station  a caravan  for  permanent  occupation  is  in  force 
on  part  of  this  site.  This  licence  is  held  by  the  occupier  of  the  living 
van  who  has  been  on  the  site  for  a number  of  years. 

The  remainder  of  the  site  is  licensed  for  twenty  holiday  caravans  for 

use  between  1st  March  and  31st  October  each  year.  With  minor  difficulties, 

this  site  was  maintained  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition  during  the 
holiday  season,' 

Prospect  Place  Permanent  Caravan  Site, 

A licence  was  offered  to  the  applicant  to  station  I7  permanent  caravans 
on  this  site  subject  to  conditions  which  had  to  be  complied  with  by 
1st  April,  1962,  On  appeal  to  the  local  court,  the  conditions  were  approved 
with  the  exception  of  the  data  when  the  conditions  were  to  be  complied  with. 

This  was  fixed  by  the  court  as  1st  April,  1963* 

On  1st  April,  1963?  most  of  the  work  on  the  site  was  v\rell  advanced  but 
not  completed.  After  considerable  difficulty,  by  September,  1963?  the 
outstanding  items  requiring  attention  wore  surfacing  of  the  road  not  done, 
a notice  giving  instruction  what  to  do  in  case  of  fire  was  not  fixed  and  a 
small  amount  of  cement  rendering  on  the  back  of  five  of  the  toilet  blocks 
not  completed.  These  items  were  still  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Again  I have  to  report  that  due  to  the  part-time  operative  not  being 
available,  the  Council's  sewer*  were  not  treated.  Private  dwellings  and 
business  premises  together  with  the  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works  were  treated 
as  soon  as  it  became  necessary.

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963« 


These  regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  October,  1963*  The  Council 
made  reciprocal^  arrangements  with  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District  Council 
for  the  maintenance  of  full  meat  inspection  during  periods  of  holiday  and 
sickness  of  the  Inspector, 

The  Council  also  decided  that  no  charge  be  made  for  meat  inspection 
during  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  the  Regulations,  i,e.  to  30th  Sept, 1964, 

More  than  half  of  the  slaughtering  in  the  area  is  done  by  part-time 
slaughtermen  outside  normal  office  hours,

Refuse  Tip 

During  the  year,  the  scheme  prepared  by  the  Durham  County  Council  Drainage 
Officer  for  the  cleaning  out,  deepening  and  widening  of  Black  Beck  which  passes 
along  the  northern  boundary  of  the  refuse  tip  land  was  completed.  The  scheme 
has  been  effective  in  maintaining  a steady  flow  in  the  beck  and  greatly 
improved  the  drainage  of  the  low  lying  areas  of  land  on  both  sides  of  the 
beck  which  became  waterlogged  in  wet  periods. 

Tipping  continues  generally  in  a north  westerly  direction  and  each  year 
the  tipping  face  is  further  removed  from  the  highway.  Fencing  is  erected  to 
prevent  as  far  as  possible  the  escape  of  paper  during  tipping  operations. 

Filled  areas  of  tip  are  covered  with  earth,  re-seeded  and  let  for 
grazing.  Land  to  the  west  of  the  tip  not  yet  required  for  tipping  purposes 
is  also  let  annually  for  grazing. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Soil  and  surface  water  sewers  were  extended  during  the  year  to  the  land 
developed  at  Dickens  Road  and  Prospect  Place  Caravan  Site.  Information 
regarding  the  surcharging  of  certain  surface  water  sewers  in  Wilson  Street 
and  Crook  Lane  due  to  the  increased  flow  of  surface  water  from  the  Zetland 
Road  and  Green  Lane  Housing  Estates  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers.  Provision  will  be  made  for  relief  surface  water 
sewers  in  their  amended  report  being  prepared  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
Sewage  Disposal  V/orks  which  will  provide  for  the  town's  estimated  future 
requirements  and  sewage  from  the  Darlington  Road  houses  in  the  Barnard 
Castle  Rural  District  area.
